Name Origin: Race named for the 13-time stakes winning sprinter who won back-to-back runnings of the Aristides Handicap (Grade III) at Churchill Downs. 
Trained by Paul McGee, Bet On Sunshine posted a record of 22-7-10 and $1,449,892 from 47 starts between 1995-2002 for owner David P. Holloway Racing Inc. 
The Florida-bred gelded son of Big Bet finished third in Breeders’ Cup Sprint (GI) twice: behind Elmhurst and Hesabull in 1997 at Hollywood Park and behind 
Kona Gold and the filly Honest Lady in 2000 at Churchill Downs. He also ran in the 2001 Sprint but finished 13". He won eight of 20 starts at Churchill Downs 


with four seconds and four thirds.
